If Andrew Jackson were alive and 
could gaze upon the Creek Indians of 
to-day ho would shake his head at the 
decadence and retrogression of a once 
mighty tribe. 
The Creek is civilized, 
at least outwardly, and au active mem­ 
ber of the body politic, but he com­ 
pares most sadly with his forefathers 
as a racial type and as au individual 
man. 
The Creek, or Muskogee, Inhabited 
large sections of Alabama at least 400 
years ago, and gave the army of De 
Soto a vigorous light while the great 
Spaniard was leading tlie march to 
the M ississippi. They formed a strong 
confederacy with several tribes on an 
equal basis and others as subordinate 
members, and 
took 
part 
In 
wars 
against the whites and against other 
Indian tribes, their military operations 
extending 
from 
South 
Carolina 
t<> 
IxYuisiuna and from Tennessee to Flor­ 
ida. 
In 1813, charmed by the oratory and 
fascinating address of the great Te- 
cumseh, they obeyed his request to Join 
iu a general war against the white 
man. 
Headed by Weatherford, a half- 
breed chief of great valor and wis­ 
dom, they massacred the garrison at 
i* rt Mims, and then found themselves 
opposed to no less an adversary than 
Andrew Jackson. 
Jackson defeated the Creeks In sev­ 
eral fierce battles, and finally broke ' 
their power at Horseshoe Beud. 
For J 
twenty years after this they kept quiet 
and made no trouble, but an outbreak 
during the time of the Seminole war 
forced their removal to Indian terri­ 
tory. 
Some 17,000 of the Creeks were tak­ 
en west,where they settled down quiet­ 
ly and made good progress In civili­ 
zation. 
Unlike the 
other 
civilized 
tribes, however, the Creeks mixed and 
intermarried with their negro shaves,

Creeks at present, fullblood and mix­ 
ed. and about 5,000 negro citizens of 
the nation. 
Old tribal factions have been obliter­ 
ated by the abolition of tribal govern­ 
ment, and the Creeks are fast losing 
ail identity. 
Previous to the opening 
of the reservation the obi tribes of 
400 years ago still maintained their 
individuality — Muskogl, 
Alabama, 
Uchl, etc.*—one of the most interesting 
trilKS being the Uchi, who dwelt apart 
from the rest of the Creeks and main­ 
tained curious religious and national 
customs.

F i N h - S k i n D i s e a s e . 
Ichthyosis—from the Greek word foi 
fisli—is the scientific name for a pecul­ 
iar disease, or rather deformity of the 
skin characterized by an overgrowth 
of a horny, scaly layer and an abnor­ 
mal dryness. 
It usually exists from 
birth, although a few cases of acquired 
fish-sklu disease have been observed. 
Its cause is unknown. 
It often affects 
several members of the same family 
and in many cases Is evidently hered­ 
itary. 
Although existing from birth, It may 


not be very marked In the Infant, but 
may be little more tinm a roughness 
and unusual scaliness and dryness of 
the skin. 
It increases gradually, be­ 
coming very apparent by the third or 
ufth year, Tor stx~or eight years per-“ 
haps, and then its progress stops and it 
remains practically unchanged for life, 
although a slight improvement is some­ 
times noticed as the child approaches 
manhood or womanhood. 
It varies with the seasons, being bet­ 
ter in tile summer—and better the hot­ 
ter and moister the air is—and worse 
again in winter. The skin is also liable 
to inflammation In cold weather and 
chaps easily, giving 
rise to painful 
cracks over the knuckles and at the tips 
of the Angers. The nails are rough and 
often break and split, and the hair is 
also dry and frayed at the ends. 
There are all degrees of the disease, 
from a simple, dry roughness and scall- 
ness, to a condition in which the sur- 
fa<?e is covered with thick plates resem­ 
bling tho scales of a crocodile. 
In al­ 
most all cases there are more or less 
definite markings, especially over th« 
extensor surfaces of the joints, resem­ 
bling fish scales or a serpent’s skin. The 
disease may occur in patches or ii 
«mrved bands of varying width, wltl» 
healthy or nearly healthy skin between, 
but most commonly it involves the en­ 
tire surface, being least marked where 
the skin is naturally thin. 
Tho treatment Is mainly local, Its ob- 
ect being to remove the ex«*ess of horny 
scales and keep the skin ^oft. 
Anoint­ 
ing the body at night with soft soap, 
followed by a warm bath and thorough 
rubbing with a coarse towel or u flesh- 
brush will, If often repeated, keep th« 
scaling within limits. The free use of a 
good cold cream, borax and glycerin in 
water, lanolin or vaselin, applied Imme­ 
diately after the bath, and If necessary 
again in tho morning, will go far to 
keep the skin soft and pliable. 
More 
severe cases will require more severe 
remedies, which should be used only 
under medical direction. 


H IGH EST P EA K IN CANADA. 


T w o M e n W i l l T r y to S u r m o u n t t h « 
S u o w n o t M o u n t Ito b au n . 
Two trained mountaineers of Canada, 
Dr. Coleman, the geologist of Toronto 
University, and Mr. Kinney of Victoria, 
B. C., will attem pt to reach the top of 
Mount Robson this summer, says th« 
New York Sun. 
It is a virgin peak. 
Mr. Kinney went to the mountain last 
year only to meet rain below and snow 
above in such quantities that he could 
not make the climb. 
Mount Robson is one of the most in­ 
accessible summits in North America. 
It stands a little west of the divide be­ 
tween waters going to the Arctic ocean 
and others flowing to the Pacific. 
So for as is known it is the highest 
point in Canada. 
Its height was as­ 
certained by the Canadian Geological 
Survey only about ten years ago. 
It Is 
18,700 feet above the sea 
and rises 
10,750 feet above the neighboring valley, 
but somehow it never impressed those 
who saw It with Its tremendous eleva­ 
tion, nearly two miles 
above 
their 
standpoint. 
It is in the center of scenery of re­ 
markable grandeur. 
Jam es McEvoy of 
tho Canadian geological survey explored 
this region in 1888 and said that the de­ 
scriptions of Milton and Oheadlc, wrlt- 
. ten in 1SG5, had in no respect been over­ 
drawn. 
/ 
This Is of Interest to nil tourists 'In 
America because this magnificent moun­ 
tain r«\gion, now' very hard to reach and 
Impossible for the ordinary traveler to 
traverse, will before long be open to 
all. 
The route of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, which is now being extended 
westward from Edmonton, will be car­ 
ried through the Yellow Head Pass and 
In the stretch where it will skirt the 
northern bank of the upper Fraser the 
trains will pass only a few’ miles south 
of the great mountain. 
Mount Robson will be a hard proposi­ 
tion for the average mountaineer and 
its ascent will doubtless be left to ex­ 
perts, for it has a aiope of 60 degrees 
practically from bases to summit. 
It Is 
glacier clad, very rugged, and its apex 
of ice. glittering !n the morning sun, 
two miles in tho air, is said to be one 
of the finest sights that mountains any 
where afford.

Colora do Springs a re to be congra tu­ 
la ted in thus securing a fea ture tha t 
ha s ca lled forth the a dmira tion of tour­ 
ists from a ll over the world, who ha ve 
inva ria bly grown enthusia stic in their 
pra ises when beholding the scenic bca u-

ties a nd qua int conceits of form with 
which na ture ha s so la vishly a dorned 
this Colora do museum. 
The ga rden comprises a n a rea of 940 
a cres. 
The tita nic forces of na ture con­ 
spired to ma ke it one of line ruggedest 
yet most bea utiful spots on ea rth. 
It 
ha s a ttra cted tourists by hundreds of la id ba ck a nd nose high, a s if sta rtled 


born* fa intly to him 
on tn* breeza . 
Nea r to the Ca thedra l Spires is Ea gl* 
Rock. 
The rock itself ha s no resem 
bla nce to the bird a fter which it is 
na med, but if you look a t the very sum­ 
mit you w ill see a forma tion which Is 
a n ex a ct duplica te of a n ea gle. 
This Is 
one of the most rema rka ble sights In 
the whole 
section. 
The 
stone 
bird 
perches him self a t the very top of the 
rock a nd there ho sits a s he ha s set 
for a ges, looking out over the other 
wonderful things tha t were crea ted a t 
the sa m e tim e he wa s. 
The Flying 
Dutchma n is a grotesque pile of stones 
nea rly 400 feet high which bea r a de­ 
cided resembla nce to the Dutchm a n of 
the sta ge with his funny ca p on his 
hea d.

beca use they a re close together, ea ch 
being pra ctica lly a duplica te of

ot her. 


Ba la nce rock i9 n stone nea rly 300 
feet in height which sta nds 011 its point 
a lmost like a n egg. 
It is so perfectly 
ba la nced on a nother stone tha t it some­ 
times sw a ys In a hea vy ga le, but a ppa r 
ently there is no power 
011 ea rth tha t 
ca n bring it to the ground. 
How ma ny 
thousa nds of yea rs it ha s stood there 
connot t>e tofdT"neither 
know how it wa s ma de to a ssum e its 
peculia r position. 


It is the opinion of geologists tha t 
the m a sses of rocks, In their stra ngely 
ga rish colors, the sedimenta ry strnta 
tha t 
once la y horizonta lly upon the 
m ounta in’s brea st, but tha t som e giga n­ 
tic convulsion of 
na ture threw them 
into thoir present perpendicula r a tti­ 
tude, w ith their roots, a s it were, ex ­ 
tending hundreds of feet underground. 
The erosion by wa ter, when the region 
wa s pa rt of the Gulf of Mex ico, Is be­ 
lieved to a ccount for the qua int a nd 
a stonishing sha pes of the va rious for­ 
ma tions, though since tha t remote pe­ 
riod there ha s been such a cha nge of 
levels tha t the celebra ted Ga rden is now 
nea rly 6,000 feet a bove the s<*n. 
<>n the first rock a s one enters the 
ma ssive porta ls Is to l>e seen the perfect 
outline of a sta g’s hea d, w ith a ntlers 


thousa nds from a ll pa rts of the world, 
riva ling in this respect the Yellowstone 
Na tiona l Ba rk itself, a nd its fa m e ha s 
done much to build up tha t region a s 
the pla yground of the republic. 
rI ho Ga rden of the Gods is rema rk­ 
a ble for the stra nge forms which the 
red a nd w hite sa ndstone rocks here a s­ 


hy the ha ying of the hounds. 
A few 
ya rds further on is a huge stone of 200 
tons’ weight perched like a spinning top 
upon the shoulder of a nother* 
It is so 
nicely 
ba la nced

a nd yet It lia s stood like tha t for cen­ 
turies.

A bulletin issued by the Census Bu­ 
rea u conta ins some sta tistics of the 
prison popula tion of the country tha t 
a re sta rtlingly suggestive, sa ys the In­ 
dia na polis News. 
The sta tistics a re of 
J une 20, 1904, when the tota l popu­ 
la tion of the country wa s estim a ted to 
be 81,301,848. 
At tha t tim e the coun­ 
try ha d 1,337 pena l institutions, includ* 
ing four United Sta tes civil prisons, 
six ty-seven Sta te prisons a nd Sta te a nd 
county penitentia ries, fourteen reform­ 
a tories for a dults, seventy-one munici­ 
pa l prisons a nd workhouses a nd 1,181 
county J a ils. 
At the da te na med these 
va rious prisons conta ined 81,772 in­ 
ma tes, a n a vera ge of 100.6 per 100,000 
of popula tion. 
The a vera ge seem s a p­ 
pa llingly la rge, but It show s a n Im­ 
provement over 1890, when it w a s 131 
per 100,000 of popula tion. 
There is some consola tion In the fa ct 
tha t, a ppa lling a s the 
a ggrega te 
of 
crime a ppea rs, the percenta ge of crim­ 
ina ls to popula tion Is not increa sing. 
This m ight be due to rem lssness in the 
ca ll a ny oirr|~ci>forcement of la w, but w e u re a t lea st 
permitted to hope tha t it is not tho 
ca se, the mora l trend of the tim es being 
towa rd stricter instea d of la x er enforce­ 
ment of la w. 
It a ppea rs tha t of the tota l number 
of prison inm a tes on J une 30, 1904, 77,- 
209, or 94% per cent, were m a les, a nd 
4.503, or 5^*1 per cent, were fem a les. As 
there is no grea t difference In the num­ 
ber of m a les a nd fem a les in the coun­ 
try, the figures indica te clea rly tha t 
crime is much more preva lent a mong 
men tha n a mong w*men. 
On J une 24, 1904, there were in the 
United Sta tes ninety-three institutions 
for J uvenile delinquents between the 
a ges of 7 a nd 21 yea rs. 
These institu­ 
tions, included 
reforma tories, 
reform 
schools, trua nt 
schools— in 
fa ct, a ll 
kinds of prisons, pla ces of detention 
a nd religious a gencies for J uvenile de­ 
linquents. 
At the da te na med they con­ 
ta ined 23.034 Inma tes, of whom 2,508 
were In the Ca tholic 
protectory 
a t 
W estchester, N. Y. 
The number of inma tes in nil kinds 
of institutions for J uvenile delinquents 
increa sed from 14,846 on J une 1, 1890, 
to 23,034 on J une 30, 1904. 
T iiis wa s 
a ga in of 8,188, or 55.2 per cent. 
On 
its fa ce, this is not encoura ging, though 
it ma y be due to the fa ct tha t there 
were niofe Institutions for J uvenile de­ 
linquents in 1904 tha n there were In 
1900 a nd more a ctivity In a rresting a nd 
confining them.
